It is now believ ed tha t the Ona s, who 
inha bit the pla tea us of north a nd ea st 
Terra del Fuego, a re nothing more or 
less tha n Pa ta gonia ns who crossed the 
stra its of Ma gella n proba bly a s ea rly 
a s the discov ery of the western world.

a cteristics from 
the 
Puega ns who 
to-da y inha bit 
the 
southern • a nd 
western pa rt of the a rchipela ga Th© 
Puega ns a re div ided into two tribes, 
the Ala ka lufs in the west a nd the 
Ya hga a s in the south. 
It is believ ed 
these tribes a re the sca nty remna nt of 
a n a ncient America n ra ce to-da y a lmost 
ex tinct, which formerly peopled a la rge 
pa rt of South America , a lmost to the 
Ama zon. 
The skeletons ol the Ona s a nd the 
Ya hga ns shown In the Pa ris museum 
indica te striking differences in their 
phy siognomy . The Ona s, like the Pa t­ 
a gonia ns, a re a mong the ta llest people 
in the world, while both - tribes of the 
Puega ns a re only of medium height 
The Ona s a lso differ from their neigh­ 
bors in the form of the hea d, fa ce, noee 
a nd other phy sica l cha ra cteristics. 
There is not so much difference in the 
ha ndiwork of the three tribes ex cept In 
v a riety a nd qua ntity . The Ya hga ns, 
proba bly the lowest in the sca le of 
civ iliza tion of a ll America n tribes, ha v e 
neither the bow a nd a rrows nor the 
skin clothing which a re found a mong 
the Ona s a nd the Ala ka lufs. Among 
these two la st peoples the differences 
in their rude ma nufa ctures a re still less 
noticea ble, a nd it Is ev ident tha t the 
two Fuegia n tribes ha v e deriv ed wha t 
little culture they possess from the 
Ona s. 
It is worth observ ing tha t the topog­ 
ra phy of the regions occupied by the 
Ona s a nd the Fuega n tribes is a lso 
strikingly different. 
The Ona s inha b­ 
it la rge pla ins or pa mpa s where a lmost 
no timber is found, but through which 
riv ers ha v e cut deep gorges. 
South of 
this region comes a rolling a nd wooded 
territory , where impetuous riv ers roa r 
through the forests to the sea . 
Then 
further south a nd west a re the regions 
of lofty 
a nd 
snowcla d mounta ins. 
Southern Terra odel Fuego is a bunda nt­ 
ly supplied with ra in, while ra in sel­ 
dom fa lls in the northea stern a nd com­ 
pa ra tiv ely lev el portions of the country .
